The sergeant, obese and drawling, 
sat in o'smaliTbom" thai was being 
cleaned by two Negroes. At first he

The trouble was just a matter 
of "some niggers morching up and 
'down the street", without knowing 



the reason. He was feeling very sorry 
"for himself} his work hod become 
more. difficult because of the presence 
of these "outside -agitators" ]n a town 
that had been so, tranquil just a fevv 
short weeks b'efo7e. Like' the hospital 
guard, he felt that thesë people had 
no right to impose their views on him. 
This did nothing to allay my uneasi- 
ness about the adequacy of police 
protection' in the area. 

A$ I left he told ma^o^efer, to>i-. 
him if I hod any problemif thsTnext ^' 
day because of my accent and North- 
ern appearance. Southern friendli- 
ness, wliich definitely does exist, hod 
permeated both of these ^encounters.

Peter Regenstricf's election forecasts hare. becoiiiV almost ^ 
as much of an Institution, 'at least to readers of tiie Montreal 
Star, as the elecllons themselves. Hls'b6olc,.based"'on much of 
Ihe -aame material, as w^ll as Canadian Institute of Public 
Opinion surveys, is a pioneering aÛempt to make sense out !of 
the Canadian parly system, using the' relatively new approaches , 
of behavioral political science. The task is not an easy- one. ' 
The picture presented by the newspaper surveys was Incvi- ' 
. tably static. The book. ad(U a time; dimension, producing a 
dynamic analysis of frends and patterns in thé decade between 
the two Ul)eral victories of 1953 and 1063. Like all boolts -of 
intellectual significance, It raises more questions than it 
answers. • ^ • •- 

The chief ciiaractctistics of Canadian voting' behavior in ' 
this period were apparently the extreme instability of allegiance 
and the dominance of elite opinion. The two arc clearly related; 
either the absence "of stable allegiance at the mass level makes -• 
changes in response to elite-level changes more likely, or else 
the element of deference In the Canadian' pollticd ^culture 
prevents thé rank and f lié "from, developing allegiances that' 
■ would be strong enough to resist elite pressure. 

• An intcrestitig question is whether the instability of Ca- 
nadian voting behavior in the Diçfe'nbakcr period rcprcscnls a- 
transitory plichomeuon or whether it can be excepted to con- 
tinue. Regenstrief seems, to tend towards the latter view; and 
ascribes the volatile bchavlqr^of the Canadian 'voter to a con- 
tinuing "absence of stable, national: group support underlying"' 
public committnents to the' country's politiSl parties." It is 
>clcar, howevcr. 'lhat ttie extreme instabili^ of the period under 
consideration, during which three quarters of the constituencies 
changed hands, was not duplicated In eariier periods, whatever

The MSG'S Aida 

Verdi's Aida, as given on' seven occasions last month 
at the Place Dès Arts, had the makings of good opera. There 
waà some^fi'ne singing, some tolerable acting, and the visual 
effect was often pleasant. Zubin Mehta's conception^ of the* . 
: score was a forceful one, proportioned along Symphonic 
lines. 'Why, then, was the presention, less than totally satis- 
.^fying? ■ -v. . .. '. :■ 

Firstly, Ihe cast was uneven. I mlsséd^Jôn Vickers, who 
, only sang three performances, but who I understand was \ 

superb as Rhadames. His replacement, Richard Casslly, was 
I in bad voice and sang frightfully Hat all evening. Virginia 
Zganl, something of an archetypal prima donna with a deav- 
, age broader than three intermissioijs, lacked the !^warmth 
and sincerity for a sympathetic portrayal of Aida., On the ; 
other hand, Lili Chookaslan'and Victor Braun as Pharoah's 
daughter and Aida's father respectively were entirely con- 
vincing from all points of view. 

The staging was, for the most part, routine; an un- 
happy attempt to produce a big effect with small means. 
/' And the action, which sqemcd to be continually starling and . 
stopping, was often at odds with the demands of music and. 
drama. The sets were aii eyesore, conveying anything' but aii 
. Illusion of opulence and vastnessi I Recall particularly the 
'x triumphal scene, during which numbers of people seemed 
to be wandering aimlessly from stage- left to stage right 
and vice versa, eventually coming to rest on a kind of 
little league bleacher which we were asked to believe was - 
..the center of Pharoah's court. Costumes and lighting, how- 
ever, 'were adequate" and. both chorus and ballet were well 
. trained and fulfilled their exacting roles excellcnUyf|,whiIé\ 
thé orchestra under Mehta 'produced an Interpretation^bt- ' 
able for its strûcttTral coherence and rhythmic drive.' 

In short, this was not a batl performance, but one weak 
in its emotional impact, in its ability to enlist the sympathies 
of the audience. We'in Montreal obviously have a long way , 
to- go^ before^coming up with the real thipg. The. project. 
^. would require massive state -support and 'unflagging devtt- 
; ,tion .on the part of Jits devotees. One wonders whether It Is 
■/.^ worlh it at all. Woulflvnot^^n^^ to develop a truly indi- - 
gcnous form ''of 'musical be a more profitable ex- 

perience ? Not a theater of national expression as was Ver- 
di's, or as Is Britten's, since in a Canadian context this is 
unthinkable, but an approach to music drama wholly con- 
temporary in conception and execution, popular enbiigh 
to . sustain y large audience, yet sidestepping the' triviality 
' .of musical comedy. Surely this makes more' 'sensç^tban^ 
reproducing Imported ways of fhlnking and fdellng; tHSif^ 
a kind' of musical me-tooism severely anachronistic In na- ' 
tiire. For only when we have Institutions which are uniquely 
our own, when we have pared the form down to what for us 
- are its essentials 'will we separate audience involvement 
Irpm snob appeal, and only then will there be a true place 
. fot opera of all kinds in our city. ' ^ " . . •
